continued its session to-day. 
The 
first business was the report of the 
committee on organization as follows: 
For 
pre.sident. General 
James W. 
Denver, of Ohio; for first vice-presi- 
dent, General Mahlon D. Manson, of 
Indiana ; for secretary. Colonel A. M. 
Kennedy, of Washington, D. C.; for 
marshal. Major S. L. McFadden, of 
Indiana. 
A long list of vice-presi- 
dents, two from each state, the same 
as last year with a few exceptions, 
was reporied and the report was 
unanimously adopted. 


A resolution endorsing General Man- 
son, as a suitable man to bo appointed 
pension agent at this point, in case the 
present incumbent is removed, was 
adopted. 
The committee on reso- 
lutions made an extended report which 
was adopted. 
Among the resolutions 
weie the following: 


Resolved, "That wo still hope that 
Congress, which has hitherto failed to 
recognize the services of the soldiers 
and sailors and marines of the Mex- 
ican war, will, at no distant day, do 
justice to them all, by giving them 
such pensions as befits^their services 
and as will save many'of them from 
want and the suflerings born of want; 
to comfort and cheer their last days 
by the assurance that they are not 
wholly forgotten by their country." 


Resolved, that whatever claims these 
veteran survivors of the war with 
Mexico, may have upon their country, 
stand upon grounds so peculiar in re- 
spect to the time and circumstances 
in which they originated, as to fairly 
entitle them to the consideration of 
congress upon their own merits. 


The president of the association was 
empowered to take charge of the res- 
olutions concerning pensions and bring 
the subject matter thereof to the atten- 
tion of the president and congress, at 
the earliest possible day.

To tlje liditor of tUe Labor Herald: 


I see it stated in your columns that 
I have been requested to withdraw my 
patronage from the GAZETTE and have 
rofusciJ to do so. 
That question has 
not, as yet, been presented for my con 
sideration. 
As I told some gentlemen 
who waited upon mo, representing, as 
they said, the Knights of Labor, 1 have 
a contract to do certain acfvertising 
with the GAZETTE and Sentinol. 
So 
long as the proprietors of these papers 
do not violate the terms of their con- 
tract with me I will certainly not vio- 
late my contract with them. 


Four years of my life I spent in 
journalism. 
I had 
about 
me 
as 
always 
try 
to 
have, 
sober, 
industrious, intelligent employes. 
No 
printer ever set type in my office to 
whom I could not safely refer for a 
recommendation as to my courteous 
and liberal treatment of- him 'on all 
occasions. 
During those years and 
since, I have in an humble, quiet way, 
done what I could to solve the vexed 
questions that arise between labor and 
capital. 
I have never spoken a word, 
penned a line or cast a vote against 
what I believed to be the true interests 
of the laboring man. 
I have been an 
employer of labor many years. 
I do 
not know of any man I have thus em- 
ployed who has ought to say against 
my treatment of him. 
But 1 hate 
demagogism and am not, 1 trust, given 
to dissimulation. 
So I say to you 
frankly, as 1 said to your committee, I 
do not 
believe 
you 
are 
justified 
in attempting to compel business men, 
or the public generally, no take sides 
in this controversy with your employ- 
ers, under the penalty of being ' boy- 
cotted" if they do not. 
I recently had 
a business and a personal grievance 
against one of the newpapers con- 
cerned in discussion. 
It did not occur 
to mo that 1 would bo justified in ap- 
proaching its printers and saying to 
ihem, unless you quit the service of 
these men 1 will boycott you and sell 
you no more goods. 


I do not anticipate that I will greatly 
sutler at the hands.of the Knights of 
Labor, for simply keeping my obliga- 
tions in an honoracle way with the 
proprietors of the GAZETTE and Senti- 
nel, nor 
for 
candidly 
expressing 
my 
belief 
that 
they 
are 
not justified, any 
more 
than the 
Messrs. Keil and Mr. Hacket would be, 
in attempting to force business men 
into this controversary. 
If 1 do suffer 
and by reason of this, or any other 
cause, my business in Fort Wayne 
should become unprofitable, I 
shall 
leave this city with as few regrets as 
many who have already left have felt. 


This is a divided, quarrelsome com- 
munity. 
A very large proportion of 
its citizens seem to lie awake nights 
seeking how to pull down and cir- 
cumvent each other. 
There is but 
little spirit of unity or neighborly 
kindness in it. 
A good many of our 
people do not hesitate to say, that 
nothing but a profitable business or 
property investments keep them liere. 
You hear this kind of talk on every 
street 
corner. 
It 
is 
ominous 
of evil 
It is prophetic of decay. 
As 
a community we cannot long prosper 
with such a feeling prevalent among 
ts citizens. 
This is a city of laboring 
men. 
If it prospers no class will be 
more benefitted than they. 
If it retro- 
grades none will suffer more. 
Their 
interests and mine, and the interests of 
every business man, are bound to- 
gether. 
I may be wrong, but this 
whole matter of boycotting or attempt- 
ing to boycott business men, in no way 
concerned in this controversy, is in mv 
opinion in the highest degree unfair, 
unwise and injurious to the cause it 
seeks to aid.

THE Irish agricultural statistics for 
1884 state that the area under crop, 
compared with 1883, showed a decrease 
of 63,957 acres. 
There were 94,640 
acres in tillage, while there was an in- 
crease of 12,703 acres in meadow and 
clover, an increase of 761 acres under 
wood and plantation, and of 154,429 
under grass; a decrease of 1,183 acres 
in fallow. Cereals showed a decrease 
of 89,072 acres, wheat having decreased^

beans and peas 2,461 acres. There was 
a decrease also in green crops of 8,870 
acres. Potatoes decreased 7,150 acres, 
turnips 2,762 acres, mangold and beet- 
root 3,404 acres; while cabbages in- 
creased by 3,660 acres, and carrots and 
parsnips by 1,155 acres.

creased by 6,718 acres.
